Apropos of Spohr’s interest in the music dramas of 


Richard Wagner, the following letter on the subject, writ 
ten by Wagner himself, will be found of interest: 

‘The old master, Spohr, produced the ‘Flying Dutch- 
man’ in Cassel in 1843. This he did without any solicita 
tion on my part. How great was my astonishment and 
joy that this great and honored master, who takes so 
little interest in the doings of the modern music world, 
should express in a letter to me his full sympathy and 
further joy at meeting a young artist who evidently took 
his art so seriously. The aged Spohr was the only Ger 
man conductor who took a warm interest in me, who pro 
duced my works and who always remained true and 
friendly disposed towards me.” 


Spohr brought out “Tannhauser” in 1852, nine years 
ifter his production of the “Flying Dutchman.’ The two 
men met only once and that was in 1846, in Leipsic.

Spohr, both as vio 
linist and cornposer, was almost entirely an autodidact 
His compositions show this, and that is one reason why 
most of them have been so comparatively short lived 

The Spohr family can be traced back to Franz Spohr, 
who was born in 1672. In the earlier generations it was 
a family of pastors. The son of Franz Spohr, Hartung 
Elias Spohr, officiated as pastor at the village of Dennsen 


from 1723 until 1761, and his son in turn, Georg Ludwig 


Heinrich Spohr, who was born at Dennsen 
pastor at Woltershausen, another small country place in
